The dancer and his wife last 
month staged ἃ hunger strike in a 
desperate bid to gain exit visas. But 
they abandoned it because of aan- 
ger to their health. 

The 33-year-old former star of 
Leningrad’s Kirov Ballet has said 
he had been informed by ἃ KGB 
official in Leningrad that he would 
never obtain another job in ballet. 

Under Soviet law, a person ac-

The number of persons killed or 
badly injured in traffic aceidents 
went down in November compared 
to October, although the total of 
accidents and the number of lightly 
injured went up about ten per cent, 
the Central Bureau of Statisties said 
yesterday. 

During November, 31 persons were 
killed (55 in Oct.) and 230 sus- 
tained severe injuries (246). The 
comparison is even more favourable 
with November last year, when 71 
people were killed and 275 severely 
injured. 

The number of road fatalities 
from the beginning of this year till 
the end of November is 592, eleven 
more than for the same period last 
year. 

The Bureau spokesman dcclined 
to venture a forecast about possible 
beneficial effect of the carless day 
on accident statistics.

WASHINGTON (UPI). — The White 
House has turned over a "“signifi- 
cant number" of tape recordings 
and a number of documents beyond 
those subpoenaed in the Watergate 
case, Special prosecutor Leon ἴα- 
worski said yesterday. 

In ἃ statement, Jaworski said, 
“Responsive to requests of recent 
weeks, White House counsel on Sa- 
turday delivered to the special pro- 
scecutor 2 significant number of tape 
recordings, the contents of which 
will be carefully analysed 

“Such of these as contain infor- 
mation material to the special pro- 
secutor’s investigations will be pre- 
sented to the (Watergate) zrand 
jury without delay.” 

The statement said "ἃ substantial 
number of the documents reques- 
ted by the special prosecutor were 
also delivered and assurances have 
been given by White House counsel 
that searches are now in progress 
for certain documents for which re- 
quests are outstanding.”

The wives — young, neatly 
dressed and many of them with 
children ~— walked in an orderly 
clrele in front of the 112th Precinct 
station and carried signs that read:

We 
are concerned about being notified 
our husband bas been shot or hurt 
in a situation that could have been 
avoided had his patrol partner been 
a male officer.” 

Another wife nodded in agree- 
ment and added, “Hell, if my hus- 
band’s going to cheat, he won't 
do it in a patrol car.” 

Male police officers supported the 
demonstrators’ opinions. “The fe- 
male officer is not trained for phy- 
sical activity the way we are.” one 
of them said. “Mixed patrols are 
bad for us and bad for the people

Overall Council formed 
Extremists reject 
peace package 
for North Ireland

LONDON. A comprehensive 
package ugreement aimed at bring- 
ing peace to Northern Ireland com- 
bined with a new aNd more open 
relationship between the province 
and the Irish Republic was signed 
at Sunningdale late on Sunday 
evening by the leaders of Britain, 
Ireland and Northern Ireland. But 
it was immediately rejected by ex- 

tremisis on both sides. 

After four days of talks, includ- 
ing one all-night session, it was 
agreed by all sides to form a Coun- 
ΟΣ of Ireland with 14 voting mem- 
bers representing equally the gov- 
ernment of the Republic of Ireland 
and the new Northern Ireland aAs- 
sembly. The council will have exe- 
ecutive and harmunizing functzons in 
the field of ecynomic and social 
development. 

In return for agreeing to join 
the council, the Northern Ireland 
Unionist leader Brian Faulkner sot 
a written undertaking from the Re- 
publican Prime Minister, Liam Cos- 
Brave, that the status of the North 
23 a part of the U.K. may not be 
changed without the consent of a 
Majority in the province, despite 
the Republic's constitutional cliim 
to the province. 

The thorniest problem, and the 
one which nearly scuttled the con- 
ference, was that of control of the 
security forces. One of the main 
demands of the Catholics in the 
North, and one of the main causes 
of the fighting in the early years 
of the civil war, was the demand 
that control of the police be tuken 
out of the hands of the Unionist 
rulers. This led eventually to direct 
rule. 

Faulkner said at the conference 
that he would only agree to an 
all-Ireland council on condition that 
the assembly had control of the 
police. The Catholics from the 
North, the Dublin Government, snd 
to some extent the British too, were 
reluctant to concede this point to 
him. 
In the end the difficult issue of 
policing and law enforcement was 
left unresolved. But Dublin did 
agree to common law enforcement 
in both parts of Ireland. The par- 
ties agreed that a person commit- 
ting a crime of violence, however 
motivated, in any part of Ireland 
should be brought to trial irres- 
pective of the part of Ireland in 
which they are located. This in 
effect would mean that IRA men 
operating in the North could no 
longer use the Republic as a sanc- 
tuary where they would be able 
to escape Northern: justice. This 
also had the benefit of getting the 
Republic away from the emotionally 
loaded problem of extraditing IRA 
men back to the North. 

While the participants were hail- 
ing the agreement as a major, his-

Fire guts four

The Council of Ireland 
will clearly be so limited in its 
influence — to things like a unified 
electricity grid and cammon ap- 
proach on tourism — that it doesn't 


really constitute any threat to 
Northern Ireland sovereignty. 
Even more to the point is that 


an internal element in the council, 
the new Northern Assembly, is 
such u delicate flower that there is 
no certainty that it will survive 
the trying months to come, espe- 
cially as one-third of its members 
who were not represented at Sun- 
ningdale have long declared their 
intention to destroy the assembly 
from within. 

In offect. the council can anly 
serve us a hopeful harbinger of 
future effectiveness. Those hopes 
will only be realized after the pro- 
visionals on one side, and the loyal- 
ists on the other, have either been 
reconciled to the altered situation, 
or defeated by the forces of moder- 
ation in the centre. 

The Sunningdale agreement, as 
well as Jeaving some loose ends, 
such as control of the police, un- 
resolved, also leaves a gap between 
political aspirations and political 
reality which is too wide for com- 
placency. 

The reality is that Northern Ire- 
land remains rife with discord, and 
much of the power still remains 
in the hands of the extremists who
